“SHOCK TO THE GOVERNOR. 


Lansing, Mich., July 5.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court disposed of Governor Pin- 
gree’s municipal street railway ownership 
law today, declaring it to be unconstitutional 
4n aunanimous opinion. This act authorized 
the City of Detroit to construct, acquire, 
maintain, and operate street railways and 
to construct extensions thereof. | 
Although the court reserves the question 
whether the city, under any circumstances, 
may build or buy lines of street railway in 
its streets, all lying within the city limits, 
and lease them to other parties to operate, 
the trend of the opinion is taken to be 
against such ownership. 

The opinibn was written by Justice Moore 
and unanimously concurred in. It is most 
comprehensive, covering twenty-five type- 
written pages, and although numerous ques- 
tions» were by counsel, the only one 
discussed was whether the act was contrary 
to the provision of the constitution which 
prohibits the State from being a party to 
or interested in any work of internal im- 
provement, or engaged carrying on such 
work, except in the ex penditure of grants to 
the State of land or othef property.“ 

The opinion states that the case is of vast 
{mportance because of the magnitude of the 
interests involved,,and because the law pro- 
poses an entirely new departure in this coun- 
try in relation to ownership and manage- 
ment of one of the most important business 


interests. 


‘Barrier to Extravagance. 

‘The action of Mic and other States 
in the line of e the work of internal 
improvements in an early day. which re- 
sulted in the piling up ot vast indebtedness 
and the repudiation of this indebtedness by 
several States, was cited as the basis for the 
conclusion that having all their bitter ex- 
perience with internal improvements fresh 
in mind when they formed a new constitu- 


tion in 1850, the people of Michigan resolved _ 


to put it out of thé power of the I 


to again. involve them in extravagant 


projects.” 

Fifteen years later the tendency toward 
internal improvements at the expense of the 
public took the form of municipalities vot- 
ing ald to railroads, but attention is called to 
the fact that the Supreme Court held that 
the construction of a railroad was an in- 
ternal improvement within the meaning of 
the constitution and that what the State 
could not do it could not authorize the town- 


" ghips and cities to do. 


‘This has been the law in Michigan for more 
than thirty years, and today’s opinion in- 
dorses Judge Cooley's assertion that in 


placing this prohibition in the constitution | 


the people meant to erect such effectual 


barriers that if the temptation to incur. 


burdensome taxation in order to accomplish 
public improvements should return the 
means of inflicting injury upon the credit 
and prosperity of the State should not be 
within the reach of the authorities. 


Answers to Contentions. 

In reply to the contention that it is as 
competent to authorize a city to own and 
operate a street railway as to acquire and 
maintain a public park, water works, light- 
ing plant, or fire department, or to construct 
drains or build sewers, the court says that 
while it is difficult to draw the line ag to 
what a municipality may or may not prop- 
erly do, yet all the things mentioned, ex- 
cept the ownership and operation of street 
railways, are authorized and defended as a 
proper exercise of police power. 

The court answers the claim that if the city 
cannot own and. operate a street railway it 
cannot construct a macadamized road, pave 
a street, or build a sewer, by calling atten- 
tion to express constitutional provisions 
which give to townships the control of high- 
Ways,.and to cities and villages the control 
of streets for all purposes germane to their 
use. 

It having been repéatediy held that a steam 
railway is an internal improvement within 
the meaning of the constitution, the court 
proceeded to determine whether a street 
railway comes within this designation, coun- 
sel for the Street Railway commission hav- 
ing contended that the latter are in every 
sense public highways and public utilities of 
A jocal character, and are not internal im- 
provements. In this connection it was 
shewn that when the reasons for placing the 
provision relative to internal improvements 


in the constitution arose the railroads were 


imperfect, and that the value of all the in- 
ternal improvements entered upon ats the 
Btate was less than $5,00v,000. | 


Change Worked by Time. 
‘his was contrasted with the condition 
equipment of the Detroit street railway 
system, for which the commission proposed 
to pay upwards of $16,000,000, and the court

Agriculture Mr. Tracy 
states that although more 
pork is consumed in the 
‘iether States than all other meate com- 
bined, yet up to 1890 fully 90 per cent of the 
pork used was shipped from the great pack- 


- Ing-houses in Kansas City, Chicago, and 


Cincinnati. The principal obstacle to suc- 
cess in hog raising wes the high price of 
corn and the want of packing-houses, Mr. 
Tracy shows that the exclusive use of corn 
is unnecessary, and hog crops of artichokes, 
turf oats, vetch, sorghum, cowpeas, sweet 
potatoes, peanuts, chufas, and cassava may 
be used along with a certain amount of 


grain feed. Packing-houses will naturally 
‘follow as soon as the supply is in excess of 


the local demand. Mints on breeding are 
added, and it is shown that pure bloods can 


be got-in the South as readily as elsewhere, 


and that scrub blood is as unprofitable in 
Ohio as in Texas. In time the hog may be- 
come the “ mortgage lifter” of the Southe 
ern States, as it is at present of the great 
corn belt from Ohio to Kansas. The bul- 
létin contains much information on the care 
and feeding of hogs, the prevention of hog 
cholera and swine plague, and other hints 
which will be as useful to farmers generally 
as to the stock raisers of the South.

THE AUTOMOBILE TRIUMPHS. 

Park Commissioners cannot outlaw the 
automobiles, Judge Gibbons has said it, 
and the Supreme Court will stand by him 
if the question ever is carried up to that 
court. The Judge is emphatic in his agser- 
tion that no board of Park Commissioners 
can bar out any vehicle u for recrea- 
tion or pleasure so long as it does not en- 
danger the safety of others. The observant 
Judge does not consider the automobile a 
dangerous instrument of pléasure. He 
talks like one inspired when e says that 
„there is less danger in propelling an auto- 
mobile than there is in driving a horse and 
buggy.” As the substitution of the rail- 
road for the stage coach has reduced the 
percentage of accidents to trayelers, so will 
the banishment of the deadly horse and 
buggy by the automobile reduce the per- 
centage of accidents still more. ; 

Judge Gibbons admits it is the right and 
insists it is the duty of a park board to regu- | 
late the speed of horseless carriages, as of 
other vehicles. He is of the opinion that 
the speed should not exceed four or’ five 
miles an hour. Such a regulation can be 
enforced much more thoroughly with auto- 
mobiles than with vehicles propelled dy 
horses, for the former are under better con- 
trol on the part ot divers. The horse often 
will not slow up when his driver wants him 
to. He has a will of his own. The auto- 
mobile has not. The horse gets scared at 
firecrackers and shadows. The automo- 
bile does not. It may be said there will be 
accidents when automobiles are in inex- 
perienced hands, Who is not familiar with 
accidents which are happening continually 
because horses are intrusted to inexperi- 
enced hands? Park Commispioners have 
assumed incorrectly that everybody knows 
enough to drive a horse on a boulevard. | 

The only reason assigned for shutting out 
the horseless carriages from parks and bou- 
levards, and thus obstructing the march of 
civilization, is that horses will be scared. 
That is, the superior mode of locomotion | 
must not be used because it will fhterfere 
with the inferior mode. But the harses 
which continue to be used for pleasure pur- 
poses will meet the automobiles and make 
their acquaintance speedily elsewhere than 
in the parks, and as they are not intelligent 
enough to know that these horseless wagons 
are to supplant them they will not get ex- 
cited and angry at the sight of them, The 
day is coming, however, when no high- 
toned Chicagoan will appear in public be- 
hindahorse. That animal will be relega ted 
to the side le streets and the peddlers’ carts.

4 LITTLE IMPROVEMENT FORBICY CLISTS 

Many a biey cligt has encountered a happy 
surprise during the last ten days in the 

‘w bicycle pathion Michigan avenue from 
1 street to the bridge, It is laid 
with asphalt along the middle of the street 
upon the existing block payement, and 
joins the Michigan avenue cinder path at 
Randolph street, thus making comfortable 
connection for wheels to the intersection of 
Jackson and Michigan boulevards. The 
Rush street bridge is also to be paved soon, 
and if the asphalt path could be extended 
two or three blocks on the north side of the 
bridge a continuous smooth route for 
cyclists would be established between the 
North and South Sides. The path laid was 
put in by the I epartment of Public Works 
at a cost of about $1,350, the rate being 
81.20 per square yard. It will mean a 
tremendous paving of nerves, . and 
wheels.

Commissioners to require the street railway 
companies to improve the pavements at 
several points where the tracks cross Jack- 
son boulevard west of the river, The cross- 
ings on East Jackson street, which are.

{| Insect partment of Agriculture Mr. 
Enemiesof Howard déscribes three of 
Shade Trees. the most destructive shade 
tree insects. The elm leaf 
beetle, an importation from southern Eu- 
rope, has defoliated the elms in almost every 
low-lying town from Charlotte, N. C., to 
Albany, N. Y. Fortunately this insect has 
‘not passed the barrier of the Appalachians, 
but it may do so at any time, carried by 
railway trains, and it so it will spread un- 
checked through the Western States. An- 
other insect, the white-marked tussock moth, 
North America and extends 
West as far as Keokuk, Ia. It attacks near- 
ly every variety of shade and fruit trees. 
The third insect pest, the fall webworm, is 
found from Canada to Georgia and from 
Montana to Texas. The remedy for all 
these insects consists in spraying. the affect- 
ed trees with an arsenical solution. Mr. 
Howard gives bean as to the dest times 
the spray should be applied, as well as other 
remedies suitable for special cases. He also 
rates trees according to their relative im- 
munity towards these insect pests, the trees 
most immune beihg rated at 3—like the tulip 
and those most attacked 
by insects at O-+like the box éider. Other 
trees are denoted by intermediate numbers 
and fractions. The box elder would evi- 
dently be a singularly unfortunate choice 
for a shdde tree * this climate. I | 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT AND CHILDREN, 
N The request of the Department of Health 
for voluntary assistance by physicians in 
instructing mothers as to the care of their 
babies is to be cothmended, and though it 
might well have been preferred earlier in 
the season, yet if pushed with energy it 
will produce much good. The department 
has for several ‘years made it a practice. 
in case of births reported from certain 
wards to send the mothers a brief circular 
of appropriate instructions, and this cir- 
cular, according to the testimony of physi- 
cians, has been of decided value. It is 
heeded because of its coming from the city. 
‘While commending these moves we regret ;

that in the prevention of contagion general- 


ly, and especiallys among children, the 

Health department cannot be credited with 

well organized effort. The means adopted 

for isolation 47 disinfection are distinet- 
ly insufficient. First, the placarding of a 

house, instead af being performed by the 

department as 4 matter of course, is left 

to the discretion of the doctor in charge, 

with the natural result that hé defers to 

the unwillingness of his private patients 

to be placarded, In the second place, if 

after recovery the department is requested 

to disinfect it does so. Otherwise disin- 

fection may or may not take place, according 
to the insistence of the private doctor in 

charge or the whim or ignorance of the 

family in question. In the third place, 

not only does the public miss warning by 

placard against infected houses or stores 

(with families in the rear), but sufficient 

means are not employed to prevent infected 

children from mingling with assemblages 
of other children. During the closing weeks 
of the school year there seems to have been 

no effective exclusion from the schools of 

children who had been exposed in their 
own families to measles. Indeed, the head 

of a private kindergarten of seventy-five 

children lately stated that while there had 

been five cases of diphtheria, four of scarlet 

fever (with two deaths), and twenty-nine of 

measles among her children during the 

year, she had never been asked to notify 

the Health department of such cases, and 

with a single exception had never re- 

ceived from that department a single notice 

concerning “any of these cases. 

In view of this failure of the constituted 
guardian of the public health: to hold up 
and enforce the idea that disease is con- 

tagious, popular ignorance or laxity on the 
subject is hardly to be wondered at. Nor 
ig it to be wondered at that this same 
kindergarten teacher, in calling where one 
of her pupils had died of measles, found 
the body (which was kept until the third 
day for the funeral). lying on the table

RESTRICTING CIGARET SELLING. 

About three years ago the City Council 
passed an ordinance imppsing a license fee 
of $100 for the sale of cigarets, prohibiting 
their sale within 200 feet of school build- 
ings, and forbidding adulteration. During 
the following year licenses were taken out 
by 430 out of the 8,000 dealers in the city, 
and the next year the number was 267. 
This year applications have ceased alto- 
gether and the wanne is today a dead 
letter. 

The reason tor this condition is the fact 
that no reasonrble effort toward enforce- 
ment either of the license or the 
prohibitive features has been made, 
and as a consequence the few dealers dis- 
posed to observe it have naturally become 
disgusted and joined the majority, made up 
of unmolested violators. The case is an- 
other one of those in which administrative 
officers choose what ordinances they will 
and what they will not enforce. Damaging 
rumors have been afloat as to the rea- 
sons) for this official neglect, but the neg- 


significance lies in the lack of any assur- 
ance that it will not be repeated under the 
revision of this ordinance which the Judi- 
ciary committee is to report to the Council 
tonight, and that it will not thus render the 
new ordinance as ineffective as the old so 
far as its main purpose epre-namely: that 
of restriction. 

The revision reduces the license fee to 
$25, prohibits sales to persons under 21 
years of age, and increases the provision 
against adulteration. The first of these 
three provisions ig the more noticeable one, 
but the other two are the more important. 
Restriction of sales is the main and the only 
justifying purpose of such an ordinance, 
and that restriction will only result from 
enforcement of its prohibitions, particularly 
the one against sales to minors. A license 
will afford no security against such sales by 
its possessor, nor will the reduced license fee 
be a guaranty against sales by unlicensed 
dealers, like those made today to adults and 
minors alike. 

The unexcuséd, not to any compromising, 
failure of the City Collector and the Chief 
of Police to carry the existing ordinance 
into effect, or of the Mayor to take note of 
this failure on the part of appointees whom 
he may at any time remove, points to the 
real and unabated danger under any re- 
vision which may be adopted. 

The seriousness of the cigaret habit among 
minors is so universally recognized and 
such an urgent cause for effective legisla- 
tion that the revenue feature of the ordi- 
nance proposed should not be allowed to 
obscure its real object, which is quite other 
than the raising of revenue, Nor should 
the fact that “a new ordinance ”-on this 
subject has been passed ik it is passed— 
be taken by the public as a guaranty that 
official neglect will not be repeated under it. 
That neglect is the chief thing which needs 
revision. 


THE BENEFICENCE OF BELTS. 

At least one thing has been decided by 
the Woman's congress at London, and 
that js the place that man occupies in the 
machinery of life. It seems, according to 
the verdict of one delegate, that he is not 
after all a superfluous fifth wheel, but is 
no less important a factor than the belt. 
To. be sure, belts in themselves are inert 
and passive things, and it may only have 
been their qualities of toughness and 
leatheriness that brought the figure 80 
rendily to the imagin tion of the delegate, 
but in reality they are valuable conductors 
and urged on to usefulness by the motive 
power are essential 225 of the machinery 
ot existence. 

The same delegate who made this con- 
cession went so far as to say that men 
were as noble as women, a general and 
generous statement, which in view of the 
belt theory must be accepted with some 
reservations. For belts, however im- 
portant, are not so valuable a part of the 
mechanism as is the motive force, and it 
is useless, from any motive of chivalry, to 
exaggerate their worth. It is to be hoped 
that now that man has his place assigned 
to him he will know how to keep it. 


SUPPRESS THE GIANT “CRACKERS. 

Now that the battle is over and the 
killed and injured are being counted, the 
patriotic publie is again in a proper frame 
of mind to compute the cost of a modern 
Fourth of July. Something over a thou- 
sand casualties fhus far reported by cor- 
respondents of Tue Tinu testify to the 
severity of the engagement. ‘The killed 
are less than those who fell in the Span- 
ish war, but those maimed for life by giant 


firecrackers and toy cannon will probably 


exceed in number those permanently crip- 
pled by Mauser bullets in last * cam- 
paigns. 

Nobody who was aad a boy would be 
guilty of the heresy of asking whether this 
annual sacrifice pays. Even in the cold 
gray light of the morning after, and amid 
the wreck and débris of spent squibs and 
rockets, the American boy would not tol- 
erate such a sentiment. But at the risk 
of deep juvenile displeasure it may be frank- 
ly stated that the giant firecracker is a 
murderous nuisance and ought to be sup- 
pressed. 

The deadly toy cannon did its best in 
the recent celebration, killing several boys 
and injuring many othets for life, but it 
fell behind in the presence of the new in- 
etrument of torture, the cannon firecracker, 
Among the 1,730 casualties reported in this 
morning’s Tripune, 731 were caused by 
firecrackers and only 259 by toy cannons. 
The great increase in this regard is di- 
rectly traceable to the increasing size of the 
firecrackers. The partial suppression of the 
toy pistol has been more than offset by the 
advent of the giant crackers. The com- 
paratively harmless squibs of a generation 
ago will no longer suffice to express the 
patriotic sentiments of young America. We 
seem to be proceeding on the theory that 
the firecracker of the Fourth must continue 
to expand with the growth of the nation, 
and the unusual territorial expansion of 
last year has led to a species of crackers 
fit only for blasting purposes. 

In Wiew of the extraordinary number 
of men and boys who had their fingers or 

hands torn off by the premature explosion 
of these giant crackers on Tuesday, or 
who had their eves destroyed, or suffered 
other lifelong injury, it is time to sug- 
gest that some limit be set upon the size 
of firecrackers.

short because the buying public is no longer seek- 
ing industrial shares and stocks as permanent in- 
vestments. It was a fad. and like all fads it has 
been overplayed, and the people who supported 
them are tired of them. 
1 It is true that there is a momentary letup 
in the organization of the overcapitalized 
indui strial consolidated enterprises, 80 


last summer. The investment market has 
been flooded with their securities and can- 
not absorb any more. The purchasers of 
the securities of many of these new com- 
panies have discovered that there has been 
a marked fall in their price. 
made them doubt the wisdom of further in- 
vestments in new enterprises. Hence the 
promoters are not as active as they were a 
few months ago. | 

But it does not follow that “the ten- 
dency towards combines and trusts has 
stopped short” for good, The tide is not 
rising any higher, but it is not receding. 
None of the combines organized during the 
last twelvemonth is going to pieces. Pre- 
sumably in a few months the work of con- 
solidation and combination will be resumed 
again actively and the number of industries 
which are controlled by monopolistic con- 
cerns will be larger than it is now. It is 
altogether too soon to say that “the ten- 
dency toward combines and trusts was a 
fad.’ 
The men who * been thrown out of 
employment by the trusts and combines, 
and the citizens of towns and villages whose 
prosperity has been destroyed by the clos- 
ing of factories, will be of the opinion that 
Senator Warren is discussing the trust 
question in an airy and giddy way. The 
trust business has not lost its terrors for 
them, though it may have done so in 
Wyoming, where there is no manufactur- 
ing, and they expect the national conven- 
tions to take strong grounds against trusts. 
Those conventions will meet within 
twelve months. e trust question will 
not die out in that brief time. No efforts 
politicians may make to smother it will be 
successful. In the opinion of a majority of 
the voters it is the burning question of the 
day, and they will not permit it to be 
brushed on one side as a “ fad.”

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORERS ARE WEL- 
COMED TO MICHIGAN OITY. 


Nine Nations Represented at the Open- 
ing Session, at Which the Good Fee}- 
ing Between the United States and 
Great Britain Is Commented Upon 
by the Speakers—Addrese of the 
President and Report of the Secre- 
tary—Animated Scene in ‘Tented City 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Detroit, Mich., July 5.—Upon eight acres of 
tented ground the army of Christian En- 
deavorers met tonight in its first session. 
Nine nations responded to Mayor Maybury’s 
address of welcome. After the formalities 
of the opening session the representatives 
of every English-speaking country and coun- 
tries where English-speaking missionaries 
have ‘gone formed a receiving line upon the 
stage to greet the members of the great con- 
vention. 

A big circus 28 by night is the ex- 
terior appearance of the Christian Endeavor 
village of tents. There is thé smell of fresh 
sawdust, the swarming thousands of people, 
the flaring lights, clusters of tents around 
the great canvas auditorium, and the 
venders of circus commodities. Tent En- 
deavor is a mass of color, the bunting and 


| flags of many nations being represented. 


While thousands were gathered at the 
opening session hundreds mofe were hurry- 


points of the compass. England, America, 
Australia, Canada, Scotland, Ireland, and 
Moxico joined hands in congratulation as the 
eighteenth annual convention got under way, 
with Japan, China, and India adding their 
expressions to the general good will. 

America ahd God Save the Queen 
were sung with equal fervor, and the dele- 
gates changed the International Hymn 
to read four nations instead of two. 


Welcomed by Detroit. 

Behind the speakers’ stand a chorus of 
hundreds of voices was led by FE. O. Excell 
of Chicago. Deyotional exercises were con- 
ducted by the Rev. J. G. Butler of Wash- 
ington, D. C., President Francis E. Clark 
presiding over the preliminary service. The 
welcome of the committee of p was given 
by the chairman, W. H. Strong,-and that 
of the minfsters of Detroit by the Rev. 
Charles B. Newman. The welcome of the 
city was given by Mayor William C. May- 
bury, who said in part: | | 

**Endeavor! 1 like that word, Christian 
Endeavor—I like both those words, and there 
is encouragement in both.

„The Presbyterians are in the van with 
over 8,000 societies. These figures include 
the Junior and Intermediate societies. The 
Congregationalists have over 6,000; the Dis- 
ciples of Christ over 4,000; the Baptists over 
8,000; then the Methodist Protestent, Cum- 
berland Presbyterians, Lutherans, Reformed . 
Dutch, and Methodist Episcopal, in order 
named, each with over 1,000 sociéties.

“ The Christian Endeavor ‘ Tenth Legion’ 
now numbers 14,700 members, who are giving.

WOULD PUT BUFFALO “REFORM- 
_ ERS” IN LUNATIC ASYLUMS, 


Says Their Talk Has Not a Little te De 

| with Prolonging the Struggle in 
Luson — Censures the Senate for 
Delay in Ratifying the Treaty—Fall 
Gives Him a Slight Limp—C. A. 
Drown Talks of Hawali—A. Sahl- 
ders om Mexican Trade. 

“TIT see that some cranks calling them- 
selves reformers of some sort, who have 
been holding an alleged convention in Bur- 
falo, propose to take legal steps to puta stop 
to the war in the Philippines. Now, if legal 
steps could be taken whereby it would be 
possible to incarcerate those same people in 
a lunatic asylum, the eternal fitness of things 
would be observed, and the country rendered 
a great service at the same time, for there 
ean be no doubt that the mouthings of this 
same class of people have not a little to do 
with protracting the struggie about Manila. 
Exaggerated reports of their sayings are 
communicated to the Filipinos, with the re- 
sult that the latter are led to believe, in 
connection with other assurances of sym- 
pathy received from this country, that all 
they need to do is to hold on, and they will 
Win.“ 

These were the emphatic words in which 
Senator Shelby M. ‘Cullom yesterday ex- 
pressed his opinion of the National Social 
and Political conference at Buffalo. The 
Senator arrived in Chicago in the morning, 
little the worse for his fall the day before 
at Morris, III., save for a slight limp and a 
feeling of soreness where he was bruised. 
He said he thought himseif lucky to get off 
as well as he did, and then continued about 
the Fhilippine situation: 

„The Senate is primarily responsible for 
this war, for had it acted with proper expe- 
dition in considering the peace treaty I 


** Again, I think President McKinley made 
a mistake in not sending a larger force of 
troops to the Philippines following the con- 
summation of the treaty. If General Otis 
had had even 20,000 more troops there would 
have been an end of the fighting longago. I 
felt at the time that we were not putting 


thought differently, and I suppose there is 
nothing left now but to correct the error we 
made in the beginning. I think this will be 
done effectually, and I look for a speedy end 
of the war as soon as our troops begin oper- 
ations at the beginning of the dry season.“ 
Senator Cullom said his visit had no sig- 
nificance.

Charles A. Brown, sugar plantation mag - 
nate and capitalist of Honolulu, is in the 
city.

The 
sugar industry is a great factor in the pros- 
perity of the islands, and nothing in the way 
of improvements is being overlooked. Irri- 
gation has done great things for us. For- 
merly four tons an acre was considered a 
good yield, but since irrigation has come into 
use this yield has been more than doubled.“

* The merchants of the United States could 
increase their trade with Mexico greatly if 
they only took the trouble to meet required 
trade conditions,“ said August Sahlberg. 
who has extensive business interests in the 
southern republic, and who is at the Wel- 
lington Hotel. The people of Mexico pre- 
fer American goods to those offered by the 
merchants of Germany and England, who 
control the greater part of the field, but 
Americans seem slow to understand what is 
required to place their wares. 

In the first place, they do not pack their 
goods properly. For the greater part they 
should be put up in packages not to exceed 
800 pounds in weight, and so packed as to 
stand transportation on mules. They also 
should learn that a year’s credit is expected, 
although the full time is not always insisted 
on. Prompt delivery is another feature. If 
Americans only study the field and make 4 
serious effort to meet the requirements there 
is no possible reason why they should not 
vastly increase their trade, and the fleld is 
growing richer every year.” 


SENDS PROTEST TO M’KINLEY. 


Civil Service Reform Association of 
Chicago Asks Revision of the Pres- 
ident’s Merit Order.. 


The Civil Service Reform association of 
Chicago has sent to President McKinley ¢ 
protest against his recent order revising 
civil service rules. The protest follows: 

To the President: We, the undersigned, citizens 
of Chicago, hereby enter our earnest protest 
against the recent revision of the civil service 
rules. Since the enactment in 1883 of the civil 
service law each of your predecessors in office 
** honestly enforced and extended wherever prac- 
tieable this great remedial statute. It has re- 
mained for you to take the first “ backward step 
in this fundamental and vital reform. 

While the good of the service may have required 
a few exclusions from the classified positions, 
there can have been no valid reason for the ex- 
emption of some 10,000 places from the operation 
of a tried and beneficent law. On the contrary, 
it is the conviction of the public that the order 
was a concession to the demands of avowed spoils- 
men. A revision of the civil service rules at the 
instance of known friends of reform would be one 
thing; a revision at the demand of its avowed 
enemies is quite another. 

Your action in this matter is something more 
than a debauchery of the public service. It 
strikes at the principle of representative govern- 
ment itself. The party platform upon which you 
were elected contained these words: 

„% The civil service law was placed on the statute 
book by the Republican party, which has always 
sustained it, and we renew our repeated declara- 
tions that it shall be thoroughly and honestly en- 
forced and extended wherever practicable.“ 

The concluding paragraph of that official docu- 
ment, referring to each and all of the declarations 
which preceded it, was as follows: 

Such are the principles and policies of the Re- 
publican party. By these principles we will abide, 
and theSe policies we will put into execution. We 
ask for them the considerate judgment of the 
American people.“ 

Your letter of acceptance contained these words: 

he pledge of the Republican conven- 
tion that our civil service laws shall be sus- 
tained and thoroughly and honestly enforced, and 
extended wherever practicable,’ is in keeping with 
the position of the party for the last twenty-four 
years and will be faithfully observed. Our op- 
ponents decry these forms. They appear to be 
willing to abandon all the advantages gained 
after so many years’ agitation and effort. They 
encourage a return to methods of party favoritism, 
which both parties have often denounced, that ex- 
perience has condemned, and that the people have 
repeatedly disa ved. The Republican party 
earnestly opposes this reactionary and entirely un- 
justifiable policy. It will take no backward step 
on this question. It win seek to improve, but 

er to degrade public service.“ 

These solemn promises were made with full

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. | 


Presidents of East-Bound Roads to 
Meet Here Today to Discuss Rates 
Transportation Notes. 


Presidents of the roads running east from 
Chicago and St. Louis will meet in this city 
today to consider the east-bound freight 
rate situation. Grain and provision rates 
to the seaboard have been reduced during 
the last few months to the lowest figures 
reached in years, and most of the roads 
want rates advanced. A meeting of the 
Presidents of all the Eastern roads was held 
in New York a week ago and consideration 
given to this matter. A conclusion could 
not be reached, however, and the Presidents 
were requested to meet today to devise 
means for the settlement of existing troubles 
among the roads. eee 

While all the Presidents are in favor of ad- 
vancing the rates, there are many obstacles 
to be surmounted before it can be done. 
The competition of the gulf lines on the ex- 
port business has to be met, and relative 
rates between export and domestic traffic 
have to be considered. The latter matter 
has been investigated lately by the Inter- 
state Commerce commission, and it is be- 
lleved that a ruling will be made soon deny- 
ing the right of the railroads to discriminate 
between the two rates, as they have been 
doing for the last six months. 

The lake competition also is a barrier to 
an immediate advance in rates. The rail- 
roads from Chicago to the seaboard are now 
doing a large business, but it is entirely due 
to the low rates in effect. It is feared that 
if rates are advanced the business of the 
east-bound roads would dwindle down to 
almost nothing. 


Changes on Lackawanna Line. 

W. F. Hallstead, Second Vice President 
and General Manager of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, has re- 
signed.

Representatives of Western Passenger as- 
sociation lines will meet in Chicago today to 
complete the reorganization of the associa- 
tion. All lines between Chicago and Color- 
ado common points have signed the new 
agreement. But of the Chicago-St. Paul 
roads the Chicago Great Western, Wiscon- 
sin Central, and Minneapolis and St. Louis 
roads are still on the outside, and until they 
conelude to join, the agreement cannot bo 
enforced between Chicago and St. Paul. An 
effort will be made today to induce those 
roads to become members. New rules and 
regulations are to be adopted and a new 
executive committee appointed.

He was assigned to 
various small pastorates until 1860, when he 
went abroad, visiting Europe, Syria, and 
Egypt, and studying at various foreign uni- 
versities.

Newman was assigned to a pastorate in 
Hamilton, N. T., later toa church in Albany, 
N. Y., and was occupying a New York City j 
pulpit when, in 1864, he was sent inte the 
South. There Dr. Newman spent five years 
at missionary work, his labors resulting in 
the establishment of three conferences, two 
colleges, and a church paper.
